1. (Currently Amended) A feeding apparatus comprising: 

a container capable of presenting feed t o one or more livestock animals fea'4Hg-a 
plurality of aide walla, oaoh side wall having structure that dofinoo at least on e cn ^iag 
which poiiaito acocss to the interior of the oontainer ; and 

an undulatia g extension surrounding supporting the container having an 
undulating perimeter, said perimeter comprising regions of increased radial extensiim and 
regions of decreased radial extension relative to the container, wherein the regions of 
increased Tadial undulating extension d efin e s a plurality of separate e ating - ti i&ens; 
whoroin the rogiono of increased extension comprise an outboard end and an inbosud end, 
and wher e in tho inboard ond is adjaoont the containe r said outboard end defining a 
plurality of separate eating stations, and wh erein the regions of decreased radial ex :msjon 
com prise a dip portion having a re duced height relative to the regions of increased jadial 
extension that facilitates access to the container . 

2. (Currently Amended) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein the container further 

comprises a first section e onnect e d to supported by a second section. 
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3. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 2 wherein the first section has a recta: gular 
cross section. 

4. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 2 wherein the second section has a trapezoidal 
shape. 

5. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 2 wherein the first section and the s scond 
section each comprise a plurality of side walls, wherein each of the plurality of side walls has 
structure which defines a plurality of openings. 

6. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein the container further compiises a 
feed divider member located within the container for directing feed towards the openings in the 
plurality of side walls in the container.

8. (Currently Amended) The feeding apparatus of claim [[7]] I wherein the outboard end is 
positioned higher than the inboard end. 

9. (Currently Amended) The feeding apparatus of claim [[8]] 1 wherein the outbojird end 
is from about 0.5 feet to about 4 feet higher than the inboard end. 
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10. (Currently Amended) The feeding apparatus of claim [[7]] I wherein the regions of 
increased extension further comprise an indentation located near the outboard end. 

11. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein regions of increased extension can 
further comprise a central section that runs generally parallel to the ground. 

12. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 11 wherein the central section has a pair of 
side members that slope to form a trougji-like shape. 

13. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein the regions of increased exL-oision 
comprise one or more drains suitable for draining liquid from the regions of increased exter sioti. 

14. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 13 wherein the drain comprises a keyhole 
shape having larger upper opening and a slot extending from the upper opening. 

15. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein the feeding device is supported by a 
truss system. 

16. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 15 wherein a plurality of support legs are 
attached to the truss system to support the feeding apparatus. 
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17. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 16 wherein each of the plurality of support 
legs are connected to a base portion suitable for permitting the feeding apparatus to slide over a 
surface. 

18. (Original) Feeding apparatus of claim 17 wherein the base portion comprises a 
mushroom shape. 

19. (Original) The feeding apparatus of claim 1 wherein the undulating extension is farmed 
by connecting a plurality of U shaped petals.

23. (Currently Amended) A method of feeding livestock comprising: 

providing a feeding apparatus, the feeding apparatus comprising a container 
capable of presenting feed to one or more livestock animals having a phirality -<]£-skle 
walls, oaoh - side wall having ctructure that d e fin es- at l e ast ono opening which T -graite 
accQflD to the interior of the contain e r and an undulating extension surroundin g supp orting 
the container having an undulating perimeter, said peri meter comprising regions of 
increased radial extension and regions of decreased radial extension relative ;o the 
container, wherein the undulating regions of increased radial extension defin e a p J< irality 
of soparato eating stations, wherein th e r e giono of incr e as e d e x ten s ion compr.se an 
outboard end and an inboard end, a nd wh e rein th e kiboord e nd is at^aoont th e co -ttamer 
said outboard end defining a plurality of separate eating sta tions, and wherein the i sgions 
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of decreased radial extension comprise a dip portion h aving a reduced height relative to 
the regions of increased radial e xtension that facilitates access to the container: 

placing feed into the container of the feeding apparatus; and 

allowing livestock to access the feeding apparatus.
